2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U.S. Pat. No. 7,160,083. The improvements comprise a command-value 
receiving device that receives the pitch-angle command values for each of the blades from the 
memory device, the pitch-angle command values being selected on the basis of the azimuth 
angle of each blade detected by the azimuth-angle detecting device and the predetermined 
parameters detected by the parameter-detecting device; and a pitch-angle-control command- 
value generating device that generates pitch-angle- control command values for individually 
controlling the pitch-angle of each blade on the basis of the pitch-angle command values
